It is not like 
the automobile business—this naval construction—for the motor 
car has its frequent race meets where types and..models are tired 
Ly the fire of keen competition. | 

So, with their very floating homes built on theory, naval of- 
ficers should be eager instead of hesitant about trying out the ba 
plane and the aerostat principles. They should be the most open- 
minded fellows in the world. And if they were, they would soon 
realize that the upper air not only may be but will be the field 
of man’s next great conflict.

A That organization states that the average salary of all teachers 
“in the large cities: is-now just 97.8 per cent of what it was in 1913, 
‘judged by what it will purchase. The average salary paid has risen 
‘from $515 to $721 a year, an increase of 40 per cent. Since the 
purchasing power of the larger sum is less than was that of the 
‘amaller 


Mamaller sum, the increase becomes a decrease. 
_ The association also says that “teachers’ salary schedule, in the 
long run, more than any other factor, determines the quality of the 
ople attracted to the teaching profession.” The salary schedule 
determine to a large extent the preparation of teachers and 
disposition to remain in the profession.

DHE BEST OF ASPARAGUS 

IF you can possibly afford it and 
have asparagus frequently it is wel 
worth while to have an aspargus 
cooker, As this may be used for 
other purcoses it is reaily a worth- 


I 
while investment. 

If you cannot have an aspsrasus 
cooker then it is a good plan to use 
a deep, flat-bottomed kettle, stand- 
ing the bunch of asparagus uprizht. 
The water should come only part 
way up so that the tips are cooked 
only by steaming. This keeps them 


from cooking before the tousher 


ends. ; 
To prepare asparagus for cooking 


it sheuld be put into a pan of cold 
water, If it is tied together when 
hought the strings should be cut 
Serape the coarse skin from the 
tough ends and serape off the little 


free points on the sides which some- 
har or sand or dirt: 
the toughest ends and then 
make into bunch, tieing tozether 
with strips of clean cotton cloth, 
This is less apt to cut the asparagus 
than the strings. 

One of the nicest ways to 
tender new asparagus is on 
with butter.
